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Edmonton--Past and Present 


A recent issue Of the Halifax, N. 
S., Acadian Recorder, contains ‘the 
following -article on Edmonton, past 
and presens: 

Twenty-two years ago there were 
just 12 log, buildings at Edmonton. 
A few weeks ago Edmonton was 
made a_ city. Its proportionate 
growth has been greater than that 
of any other community in Canada. 
No wouder the citizens are proud of 
their ~own, and confidently oredict 
that it will be a second Winnipeg. If 
Vinnipeg is the gateway tothe West, 
Edmonton is the gateway to the 
north, The city .on the Saskatche- 
wan. last of Canadian cities, is not 
the least fair. 

Like Winnipeg, and indeed, like 
most Western towns,. Edmonton was 
originally a Hudson’s Bay post. Fort 
Edmonton, the place was called, in 
honox of a chief factor of the :om- 
pany. In the troublous times, when 
the white man owned just what real 
estate he could defend with a gun, 
every trading post was built with a 
view of ‘withstanding Indian as- 
saults Not very long ago Fort Kd- 
monton was enclosed by a stockade, 
anc a bastion at each of its four 
corners. Before these were cleared 
away. they were called upon more 
than once to justify the wisdom of 
their builders. In 1869, Crowfoot, ai 
the head of his Blackfeet,,, made an 
attack from the other side of the 
river, where Strathcona now stands: 
but, fortunately, little harm was 
done Two little brass cannon, still 
on view, may. have had their effect 


on the courage of the savages. Again, 


in 1885 .the settlers from the  sur-! 


rounding district flocked to the Fori 
but were unmolested. 

The fur trate has been for more 
thar a century the backbone of the 
industrial life of the city. Nearly ey- 
ery large European importer has an 
agent there to secure the ypeltries 
Which are brought in by the trap- 
pers. the bulk of the trade, of 
course. ‘belongs to the Hudson’s Bay 
‘Company, and is not disposed of at 
Edmonton, whick is used by the 
‘great company as a mere agency for 
collection, the yield being shipped di- 
rect to London, where it is sorted 
and sold. In the early days immense 
‘numbers of buffalo were killed on the 
great plains to the southeast. Later 
on, when this source failed, the 
woed: Indians had their day, and 
countless beaver, bear, fisher, ‘fox, 
marten, wolf, wolverine, mink, lynx, 
skunk and muskrat skins were gath- 
ered in the Mackenzie, Peace, Yukon, 
and Athabasca river districts, and 
traded at Fort Edmonton. If this 
business is not so.great today as it 
was when game was more pleniiful, 
it is at least greater in Edmonton 
than in any other place in Canada, 
and must be worth at least $250,000 
a year. An Edmonton firm—McDou- 
gall and Secord—has the honor --of 
holding the record price, of recent 
years, for a silver fox skin. This 
beautiful pelt sold in London for $1,- 
700. Furthermore. Edmonton de- 
serves, if any Canadian city doses, 
the much abused title of ‘ sports- 
man’s paradise.” Game is not to be 
hid in the city itself, perhaps, 
though, no doubt, prairie chickens 
have been seen swaying on the tele- 
ghone wires, as they . have been in 
Winnipeg ,within .a few years, but 
moose, elk, blacktail, bear, cariboo 
and antelope may be bagged at no 
great distance; while geese, sandhill 
crane, ducks, prairie chickens, gart- 
ridge, and rabbits abound in every 
direction irom Edmontan. 

It was well that game should be 
plentiful near Edmonton in the days 
before the Canadian Pacific railway, 
wher. it took all summer for the 
freighters to go to Winnipeg and re- 
turn with supplies. Ten weeks on the 
trail each way was the standard 
time for the old Red river carts 
and the oxen which dragged them. 
This was at the rate of a hundred 
miles a week, and was good speed, 
When one considers the roads and 
the loads and the vehicles, which iat- 


aut solicit them for ther future trade. 
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ter were usually home-made, and not 
infrequently renf®wed on the trip. 
These were the days when it cost 
ten cents a pound to ship from Win- 
nipeg to the Saskatchewan, the days 
wher the freight on a barrel of salt 
would amount to $30, the salt ‘tself 
being worth perhaps a dollar. 

It isasa farming and stock-raising 
centre that Edmonton will thrive 
long after the last beaver has yield- 
ed up his pelt. -Great ranches, such 
as those south of Calgary, there are 
none, the land being better adapted 
to small 
farming can be carried on, and this 
holds true of the country that lies 
between Calgary and Edmonton—the 
foothills of the Rockies. The soil is 
rich, and will produce strawberries 
with almost the same facility as No. 
1 Manitoba hard. The sloughs fur- 
nish hay for the cutting, and in the 
poplar bluffs is fuel for the hauling. 
Witk wise Government encourage- 
ment and supervision Alberta should 
be a second Kentucky for horses, but 
it is a deplorable fact that the im- 
mens¢ industry of stock breeding has 
been studiously neglected by Domin- 
ion and local authorities in the east 
and the west alike. 

Gold washing is another important 
industry in the Edmonton district. 
“Pay dirt” was discovered in the 
Saskatchewan by a former school 
teacher named Clover in 1862, and 
the news attracted hundreds of mi- 
ners from the United States. In 46 
years more than $3,000,000 in gold 
has been washed from the river, and 
at present large dredges are employ- 
ed during the summér months dely- 
ing the river bed. “The whole dis- 
ttict is underlaid practically with in- 
exhaustible coal deposits, the fact 
that the best lignite may be deliver- 
ed anywhere inthe city for $2 a ton 
being thus explained. Natural gas 
has also been found quite near,-and 
the presence .of petrolem indicated. 

Edmonton ‘to-day has an urban 
population of 10,000 people, and few 
appearances of western “ wooliness.” 
There are banks, hospitals and ho- 
tels, with tips for attendance; tele- 
phones, electric light, three news 
capers, two breweries, fire hall, 
churches, and Sunday schoo}s, 
prizes for punctuality; dye works, a 
pork-packing corporation,  “jublic 
schools, and boys playing “ hookey.” 
There are also clubs, social and ath- 
letic, afternoon teas, and heart-bar- 
nings, to say nothing of saw mills, 
flour mills, and men -with three fin- 
gers on each hand who work there, 
just as there are in the East. Above 
all, there are the old Rockies, with 
their venerable white heads, and the 
free winds and the sky. This is Ed- 
monton. This is the West. And out 
here they .call it God's country. 
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An Old Medal 


Fort Saskatchewan Reporter: 

Mr. Beecher, the manager of che 
H. B, Co.’s stores here has in his 
possession a large silver medal which 
was one among a number of others 
issued to the Indians in the north 
fully one hundred years ago. In 
the early days of the H. B. To.’s 
trading operations in this country a 
meda!} was issued to the head chiefs 
of the different tribes as a badge 
of honor and to be worn by chem 
at the pleasure of the officials of 
the great company. At the death of 
the chief of the medal, it became 
the property of his successor. ‘t is 
known that this medal was  issaed 
te a Cree cheif at a great gather- 
ing of the Indians held at Edmon- 
ton one hundred years ago. Of iate 
years it has been in the possession 
of a Peigan chief near McLeod who, 
after a considerable amount of :er- 
suasion, and with something more 
targible added, was induced to gart 
witl the old-time trophy. On one 
side of the medal is shown the H. B. 
Co.’s coat of arms, in relief, the 
shield in the centre, and doubtless 
at one time it borea euitable insceri 
tion, which has been Jong sinee ef- 
faced. On the opposite side appears 
the head of King George Ill., during 
whose reign the medal was issued. 
Mr. Beecher prizes the medal highly, 
and would not part with it for 2 
great deal.

Washington Mine Horror 


Tacoma, Wash., December & —A 
despatch te the Ledger from Sur- 
nett Wash., says: “ Eleven miners 
have been killed by an explosion in 
the Burnett coal mine, and ‘t is 
believed that the death list may 
react fifteen. Searching »9arties 
were immediately organized, and af- 
ter working incessantly for eight 
hours. eleven bodies have been re- 
covered.
